Report of the School Board. 


To the Citizens of New Ipswich ; 


In submitting our report for the year ending August, 
1897, we are confident our schools have maintained their 
usual standard of improvement. In order to awaken 
among the school children an interest in accuracy in the 
subjects of multiplication and addition, F. W. Preston gave 
$10 in prizes, to be competed for at or near the end of 
school year 1897, no pupil making an error in multiplica- 
tion or addition to receive a prize. The test in multipli- 
cation was the entire multiplication table, such as 1x1=? 
5x9=? 8x7=? etc., etc. The test in addition included 
three examples of twelve numbers of six figures each. 
Accuracy was of the first 1mportance, and speed next. 

On Nov. 6, 1897, the pupils contesting for the prizes 
assembled at No. 1 school house, also the teachers of the 
schools, Mr. Preston and members of the school board 
were present. Mr. Preston conducted the test. Out of 
twenty-seven pupils contesting for the prizes in multiplica- 
tion, eighteen were correct in the following order:

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In the addition test, none of the pupils contesting 
were correct, Ethel L. Frye being correct excepting one 
figure, and Lena Walker two figures. The prize for addition 
is in the treasurer’s hands, to be contested for the present 
year, and we would recommend that similar prizes be 
offered for the coming year by the school board. 

During the year the much needed changes in text books 
have been completed, and for several years to come the 
expenses for supplies will be less. Eggleston’s History, 
Metcalf’s Grammar, Merrill’s Speller, and vertical writing 
have been introduced. 

We should remember that it is the duty of parents to 
look well to the education of their children. An hour or 
two cannot be more profitably spent than with your chil- 
dren in the school room. Your interest will encourage 
them to be more punctual and they would strive to attain 
a higher rank and a better record. Make an effort to 
have your children punctual, and the regular attendance 
as perfect as possible. Let us all work together to elevate 
the standard of our schools, bearing in mind the motto 
that ‘‘in union there is strength.”
